Capt. Ward, who was on deck when 
the vessel struck,, at once gave orders 
to the crew on watch to hurry the pas- , 
sengers to the forward deck. At the : 
same t!ms the -quartermaster on duty 
sounded the si^ral for nre drill, and 
within five minutes all the men trere 
at their stations. 
There was not 


much confusion until. 15 mfnutes after 
striking, the bow of the vessel sudden- 
ly plunged under water. Then there 
was a wild rush for the boats. The 
Chinese crew, to the number of more 
than a hundred, was terrorized. Some 
of them huddled in little groups, chat- 
tering In fear. Others crouched close 
to the deck, moaning pitifully. Many 
jumped into the sea. 


Capt. Ward remained on deck until 


the. vessel had settled to such an ex- 
tent that the water 
was 
engulfing 


him. Then he went up on the bridge 
and from there contined to issue hia 
directions, although by this time the 
confusion was so great that few paid 
any attention to his commands. 


That the steamer sank almost Im- 


mediately after striking is the report 
of a majority of those rescued. Some 
of the paesengers say that she in- 
stantly listed forward and that in five 
minutes she went down, while others 
declare that she stayed afloat for half 
an hour after she strucE. The con- 
fusion occasioned by such an incident 
Is intense, and It is not surprising to 
find that there Is a lack of unanimity. 


The wreck lies about three-fourths 


of a rniie south cf Fort Point and 
about a thousand yards off the rocky 
shore. The smokestack and a portion 
of the upper, works of the ill fated 
steamer are visible.

Ke was sud- 
denly confronted by a 'call of fire and 
smoke. :ind, wrapping his head in an 
overcoat, be ran in the direction of the 
main entrance. 


The fust iutitration the miners In 


the other entries b.rd cr the fire was 
when Azidersoa c?n'e rushiag into the 
upper Itve!, his elofliing in flames. The 
tlarm -raa sour.ded and hundreds of 
miners at work in the misies and on the 
outside rushed to the rescue of their 
imprisoned comrades. The arcs had 
by this time mace such progress that 
it was impossible to enter the rooms of 
flainc:3. The er.are night was spent in 
confining the fire to the two entries, 
and yesterday it was necessary to seal 
them up to prevent the flames from 
spreading to other parts of the mine. 


This step was only decided upon 


after all hope of saving the lives cf 
the mc*i had besn abandoned. Noth- 
ing could l:ve five minutes in the fire, 
which was increasing In fierceness 
every mimite. 


The pi'esrjring of the tvo entries will 


smother the fire, but it may be several 
days before the barricades can be re- 
mo-.-ed and the chambers explored. 


The scenes at the mouth of the mtae 


during the night and day were heart- 
rending. Relatives and friends of the 
entombed miners rushed to the mine, 
frantically waving their hands and 
crying to the mine officials and miners 
to save their dear onss.

The Manclm Itepublic. 


According to a report published by 


the War Ofnce. the Paisslan troops 
made the discovery of a regularly 
formed republic in Manchuria, which 
has been in existence for upward of 
half a century, but was probably uu- 
known to any of the European Pow- 
ers, or for that matter, to the majority 
of European travelers in the Far East. 
The Manchurian Republic is situated 
in the basin of the upper reaches of 
the river Sungari. and south of Giria. 
It is known by the name of Tcha- 
Pi-Gou, and numbered originally 10,- 
000 citizens; the population is now 
about 100,000 souls. In the beginning 
the miniature republic was governed 
by a Triumvirate, and subsequently by 
a President. Chen Yui Pao. who took 
all the executive powers into his own 
hands, and organized native industries 
and gold mining. A small republican 
army was created, and has been per- 
manently maintained. In the battle 
fought by the Russians in the valley 
of the Sungari some two months ago, 
the republican force offered a more 
determined opposition than the Im- 
perial Chinese troops. 
The existing 


President is a relative of the lat.: 
Chan Yui Pao named Chai Deu Tu. 
The Chinese authorities in the prov- 
ince of Giriu have since its founda- 
tion always shown a friendly tolera- 
tion toward the Manehurian Republic 
of Tcha-Pi-Gou.—London Daily News. 


Bonaparte Princes in England.

country house, has come to light. The 
remarkable thing is That in all these 
rooms not a single object of auy de- 
scription has been discovered, but each 
and all are decorated with beautiful 
frescoes, which for freshness of color 
and generally fine preservation are 
equal to anything discovered at Pom- 
peii. It really looks as if the house 
had been built on speculation and re- 
mained "unlet." Of the seventy fres- 
coes, most represent Sowers and fruit, 
but there are three notable figure 
pieces.
